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REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 were pending when last examined. With this Response, Applicant has 
cancelled Claims 1, 7, and 11 without prejudice or disclaimer, and has amended Claims 2-6 
and 8-10, 12, and 13. All pending claims are shown in the detailed listing above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 103 

Claims 1, 3, 4, and 6-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U. S. Patent No. 6,351,681 to Chih et al. in view of U. S. Publication 
2004/0027 1 50 to Miura et al. Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Applicant has cancelled Claims 1 and 7 without prejudice or disclaimer, thereby 
rendering moot any rejection of these claims. 

Claims 3, 4, and 6 have been amended to depend from Claim 2, which should be in 
condition for allowance as discussed below. As such, Claims 3, 4, and 6 should also be 
allowable. 

Claims 8 and 10 have been amended to depend from Claim 9, which should be in 
condition for allowance as discussed below. As such, Claims 8 and 10 should also be 
allowable. 

As such, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of 
Claims 3, 4, 6, 8, and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) and to allow these claims. 

Claim 5 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chih et 
al. in view of Miura et al. as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of U. S. Patent No. 
6,71 1,042 to Ishikawa. Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Claim 5 has been amended to depend from Claim 2, which should be in condition for 
allowance as discussed below. As such, Claim 5 should also be allowable. 
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As such, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of 
Claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) and to allow this claim. 

Claims 1 1 and 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miura et al. in view of Ishikawa. Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Applicant has cancelled Claim 1 1 without prejudice or disclaimer, thereby rendering 
moot any rejection of this claim. 

Claim 13 has been amended to depend from Claim 12, which should be in condition 
for allowance as discussed below. As such, Claim 13 should also be allowable. 

As such, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of 
Claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) and to allow this claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that Claims 2 and 12 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Applicant has rewritten Claims 2 and 12 in independent form, and thus these claims 
should now be in condition for allowance. 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's allowance of Claims 15-19.
